IMPROVEMENT OF THE SYSTEM. 


Conducted and Adver- 
tised in a Bubinessiike Manner. 
One of the hobbies of John F. Cremin is a 
change in the existing system of holding de- - 
cretal sales. This, he believes, can be brought 
about most satisfactorily by a development of 
the opportunities offered in the judicial sales- 
room of the Real Estate Board. The follow- 
ing communication from Mr. Cremin was 
published in the current number of the Call 


Board Bulletin: 

An important ref which is at t under 
consideration by the Gall Board committee is in 
connection with decretaiand judicial sales, and 
which I desire urge upon the etomios of all 
the members of the Real Estate Board. ‘The re- 
its cliief end the protection 
and conservation of the rights of the bereaved 
and those in financial distress, who in many. 
cases are unavble to iook after their own interests 
and in consequence suffer incalculable and irre- 


parable injury throagh the inad 
penaee system of p ure, which eo not af- 
ord gus. protection and security. Any 
acquainted with the outcome of 
sales, as at 
presen _ conduc ' icago, 
admit that a radical reform is necessary. Under 
them valuable property is sold much under value. 
In many cases it is the sole inheritance of the 
widow and the orphan who are dependent upon 
the p for their present and future main- 
tenance. In others those temporarily embar- 
rassed financially see the most vaiuable 
of their assets taken and forcibly sacrifi under 
circumstances which preclude the hove that they 
may eventually be able to regain possession of it, 
while, if sold under conditions that would secure 
for the o ho pe Mc owner full value for it, the pro- 
om entirely from their dif- 
es. 
Such sales, as they are now being made, defeat 
the evident intention of the law in rg to 
them, which intention manifestly is to 
the greatest possible amount of publicity ona 
largest number of bidders. Chicago has 
ong ago outgrown’ the system which here, 
instead of securing publicity and the 
. number of bidders, causes such sales to be 
tically held in poareny and prevents the ibility 
ofa li and healthy competition. fe is worse 
than useless to print notices of sales in small
